(UP) — Excessive secrecy, im- 
posed on American science by 
the Government, is seriously 
handicapping this country in | 


the technological race with | 
Russia. | 

That is the unanimous ver- 
dict of leading scientists quoted 
in an official report which will 
be published soon by the House 
subcommittee on government 
information. 

The subcommittee, headed 
by Representative John E. 
Moss (Dem.), California, sought 
the views of Dr. Harold C. 
Urey, Nobel prize - winning 
chemist of the University of 
Chicago; Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, 
radar pioneer and president of 
Associated Universities; Dr. 
Detlev W. Bronk, president of 
the National Academy of Sci- 
ences; Dr. Donald J. Hughes, 
senior physicist at the Brook- 
haven Atomic Laboratory, and 
a dozen other prominent sci- 
entists. 

All of them agreed on two 
points: 

1. The national safety in 
this nuclear-space age is not 
primarily a matter of pro- 
tecting old secrets, but of 
keeping ahead of the Rus- 


sians in discovering new 
ones. 
2. The “cross - fertiliza- 


tion” of ideas that leads to 
new scientific discoveries is 
being dangerously retarded 
in America by indiscriminate 
use of the “secret”. stam 
and by the “compartmental- 
ization” of research which re- 
sults from cumbersome se-

The Air Force employs a 
scientist who cannot qualify 
for security clearance but 
who keeps coming up with 
brilliant discoveries.. As soon 
as he gets a good idea, it is 
classified secret and the sci- 
entist no longer has Access to 
his own work. 


The Army, the Navy, the 
Air Force and the Atomic 
Energy Commission, all have 
different security clearance 
procedures. A scientist who 
is cleared by one service 
cannot consult with a col- 
league working on the same 
problem in another service, 
unless he gets another clear- 
ance. 


Even if a scientist has 
every type of security clear- 
ance possible, he may be 
barred from access. to re- 
search results outside of his 
own unit unless he can dem- 
onstrate a “need to know” 
about them. As one scientist 


told the Moss committee, 
“It is hard to prove you 
need to know something 


when you don’t know that it 

exists.”

' Dulles said the stopping of 
nuclear tests in itself was not 
a very vital question in the 
broader problem of atomic 
arms control. 

He said the manufacture of 
atomic weapons must be 
stopped too—but that so far 
Russia has not responded to 
this idea. 

He also said: 

1. President Eisenhower

in Africa. 

2. The threat of a Soviet 
takeover of Syria appears to 
have been lessened by the 
Egypt-Syria merger. 

3. Indonesia President Su- 
karno’s “so-called guided 
democracy theory,” Dulles 
said, “is a nice sounding 
name for what I fear would 
end up to be Communist 
despotism.” 

4. United States restric- 
tions on oil imports from 
Canada are less than the re- 
strictions against Venezuelan 
and Middle Eastern oil and 
are fair in view of cutbacks 
forced on American produc- 
ers themselves.

“From. this hatred 
there stems the belief that no 
agreement with the Soviet Un- 
ion can be trusted and that in 
our modern technological age 
no inspection system can be 
relied upon.” 

Brown said there were many 
sincere proponents of the view. 
He said he wanted to make 

clear that he dislikes the 

U.S.S.R. form of government 
“as intensively as I dislike any 
totalitarian regime.”

Home Economist on Staff of-China Institute 


Demonstrates Oriental Cookery Techniques

THE ORIENTAL INFLU- 
ENCE in food is making itself 
felt more strongly every day in 
the United States, and with 
good reason. There are many 
factors which contribute to its 
popularity; for one thing, as 
more Americans travel through- 
out the Far East they cultivate 
the taste for Oriental cooking. 
Then Chinese cuisine is low in 
calories, low in cholesterol and 
low in cost; all of major in- 
terest today. Many of the 
dishes are of the type which 
require a long cooking period 
but little attention at the last 
minute and which will “wait” 
without loss of flavor — both 
obvious advantages for the 
hostess. 


Because of the great interest 
im, this trend toward Oriental 
foods, the Gas. Appliance Man- 
ufacturers~ Association’ spon- 
séréd a School of Chinese 
Cookery last month. Sessions 
were held in New York at The 
China Institute in America, 
with Mrs. Dorothy Lee (home 
economists on the China In- 
stitute staff and wife of a mem- 
ber of the United Nations sec- 
retariat) demonstrating meth- 
ods of Chinese cookery and 
recipes. 

Mrs. Lee pointed out that 
such words as rich, delicate, 
exotic and sophisticated have 
been associated so frequently 
with Chinese food that many 
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American homemakers are too 
intimidated to try their hands 
at it. Actually, she explained, 
the daily meals are very sim- 
ple. 

One has only to stroll down 
the aisles of a modern super- 
market and check on the pack- 
aged goods on the shelves to 
realize that Oriental vegetables 
and foods have a strong fol- 


lowing among American home- , 


makers. Many of these inter- 
esting foods can be used to 
perform all sorts of culinary 
tricks. Canned bean sprouts, 


which are essential to many of | 


China’s most delicious dishes, 
can be tossed into a green 
salad or combined with com- 
monplace vegetables such as 
green beans to add both a high 
nutritive value and a delicious 
crunchy texture. 

Other suggested uses for | 
canned bean sprouts.jn Amer- | 
ican dishes; use one-half cup | 
with a package of frozen peas;

WITH ITS EXTENSIVE 
coast line, swift rivers and 
networks of canals, China has 
a supply of fine fish that is 
unhampered the year around, 
and the Chinese have learned 
to make the most of this easily 
obtained and inexpensive food. 


The Chinese attitude toward 
fish is poetic. Fish are used as 
a symbol of wealth and abund- 
ance. Because they swim in 
pairs, they signify the joy and 
harmony of union and connu- 
bial bliss. Their swift move- 
ment in the water and perse- 
verance in swimming against 
obstacles indicate courage and 
freedom from restraint. 


A few basic principles are 
involved in Chinese techniques 
of fish cookery. Through the 
use of “de-fishing” agents 
(fresh ginger root, garlic, wine 
or lemon) strong odors are re- 
moved from foods such as fish. 
Then a seasoning is added to 
develop flour. The seasonings 
most commonly used are 
salt, vinegar, sugar, soy sauce 
and “taste powder” (mono- 
sodium glutamate, which has 
been popular in the Orient for 
Many years). 


Many of the recipes most 
popular with the Chinese do 
not call for the shelling of 


shellfish. The shell protects 
the tender meats from over- 
cooking. Most fish cookery is 
done over a high gas flame, 
which seals the juices in and 
does the cooking job so quickly 
the flesh doesn’t have a chance 
to break down. As in most 
Chinese recipes, fish is cut into 
bite-sized pieces so it can be 
eaten with chopsticks. 

Shrimp with peas and water 
chestnuts is a typically Chinese 
Shrimp and Peas. 

(The Chinese slit the shrimp 
down the back along the line 
where the vein was removed. 
The slit makes the pieces of 
shrimp curl when they come in 
contact with the hot oil.)

UNIVERSITY HEADS 
BAGK SUnOOL TAK 


The Board of Education's 
proposal to increase the school 
tax rate from $1.30 on each 
$100 of assessed property valu- 
ation to $1.51 was indorsed to- 
day by the Very Rev. Paul C. 
Reinert, 8.J., president of St. 
Louis University, and Chan- 
cellor Ethan A. H. Shepley of 
Washington University. 

In addition, the proposed new 
rate _was also indorsed by 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and Donald Gunn, president of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Voters will go to the polls 
March 18 to vote on the prop- 
osition, which requires ap- 
proval by a majority for pas- 


sage. If approved, the rate 
would be in effect for two 
years.” 


Father Reinert declared he 
supports the higher tax rate be- 
cause it will make possible the 
boosting of teachers’ salaries 
and the employing of additional 
teachers. “Action in this regard 
is essential if St. Louis schools 
are to keep pace with the fu- 
ture of America,” he said. 

Shepley declared that the 
$1.51 rate “would improve and 
strengthen our St. Louis school 
system.” He noted that Wash- 
ington University has a direct 
interest in St. Louis public 
schools, since many of their 
graduates attend the univer- 
sity. 

In his statement, Kaufmann 
declared that “good schools are 
probably the most important 
single factor in determining 
whether St. Louis will continue 
to be the kind of community 
where people will want to live 
and raise families.’’ Like other 
costs, the cost of education 
has risen sharply in recent 
years, he said. 

Pointing out that the pro- 
posed $1.51 rate is less than 
half the rate in effect in many 
St. Louis county school dis- 
tricts, Kaufmann said the. 21- 
cent increase is “thoroughly 
justified.” 

Gunn urged voters to con- 
sider the school tax apart from 
any fiscal difficulties that the 
city of St. Louis is in. “There 
can be no doubt,” he said, “that 
the cause of education must 
come ahead of many of the 
services rendered by govern- 
ment in our modern society.”

JOSEPH TO WRITE COLUMN

NEW YORK, March 10 — 
Ogden R. Reid, president and 
editor of the New York Herald 
Tribune, issued the following 
statement yesterday: 

“For several years Joseph 
and Stewart Alsop have been 
dividing their time about 
equally between writing for 
magazines and producing to- 
gether their newspaper column 
(which appears in the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch). The brothers 
have now decided to change 
this arrangement. Stewart Al- 
sop will devote himself exclu- 
sively to magazine writing. 
Joseph Alsop will produce the 
newspaper column on a full- 
time basis.” 

Joseph Alsop, 47, was a 
member of the Herald Tribune 
news staff from 1932 to 1937. 
He joined Robert E. Kintner 
in writing a syndicated column 
for North American Newspaper 
Alliance from 1937 to 1940. 
Soon after World War II ended, 
he teamed with his brother, 
four years younger, to write 
the column now synditated in 
about 200 newspapers.

Dr. Edward Teller’s reassur- 
ances concerning the dangers from 
radioactive fallout make my fears 
seem ridiculous. However, there 
are several points which I would 
like clarified. 

The United States Public Health 
Service has been testing composite 
samples of milk from five milk 
sheds throughout the country. 
These monthly tests indicate, “‘lev- 
els of strontium-90 in St. Louis 
since May 1957 have been within 
a range of 6 to 10 per cent of the 
maximum permissible levels cur- 
rently recommended by the Na- 
tional Committee on Radiation 
Protection, for the population at 
large.” 

Now, this clearly indicates some 
strontium-90 "present in our milk 
supply. As I understand it. this 
element was not seen on earth 
before August 1945. 

Many eminent scientists feel 
that the maximum permissible 
jevels for the population at large 
are far too high.

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‘A Few Cans of Food’ 


The plight of Missouri’s unemployed will 
be brought to Gov. Blair’s attention at a con- 
ference Tuesday with a delegation of the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Church Federation. What 
will the church leaders tell the Governor? 


They will tell him some things he already 
know: that there are 71,500 unemployed in 
the St. Louis area, 55,100 in the Missouri 
portion; that half of these are not eligible for 
unemployment compensation because of re- 
strictions in federal and state law, and that 


most of this group are not eligible for direct. 


relief because state law forbids aid to em- 
ployables. 


They may tell the Governor some things 
he does not know: an estimated 1000 families 
in St. Louis are destitute because their bread- 
winners are ineligible both for unemployment 
compensation and relief. Private welfare 
agencies are totally unprepared to cope with 
the situation. Only the Salvation Army nor- 
mally deals with such cases and last month 
it overspent its budget and still turned 40 
per cent of its applicants away. 

They could tell the Governor what the Rev. 
Arthur Durbin of the Greeley Mission dis- 
covered in the case of a family with six chil- 
dren, whose father could not get work, job- 
less insurance or relief. When asked what 
he needed, the father said, “A few cans of 
food would help.” 


Last Friday the St. Louis Board of Alder- 
men passed a resolution asking the Governor 
to propose relief measures to the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Gov. Blair replied 
that the state did not have funds for relief 
for employables or for distribution of fed- 
eral surplus foods, which he indicated was 
a local concern. 

Donald Gunn, President of the Board of 
Aldermen, conceded that the city might have 
to raise its taxes to provide some form of 
assistance to the jobless. But he pointed 
out that St: Louis lacks funds and cannot 
even contemplate such measures until the 
state permits the city to raise its earnings tax. 


But the plain fact is that unemployment 
compensation, direct relief and distribution of 
surplus foods all are primarily the state’s re- 
sponsibility. The state has legally assumed 
this responsibility, in conjunction with the 
Federal Government. And the state has 
wider sources of revenue than the cities. 
The cities which have the greatest unem- 
ployment also produce most of the state’s 
revenue; the state government cannot ignore 
their human needs. 

If the state is not going to handle direct 
relief, then it is time for the state to share 
some of its tax sources with the cities so 
that they can meet this responsibility. 

Particularly, the unfortunate law barring 
relief to employable citizens ought to be 
erased. For these are times in which jobless 
men honestly seeking work cannot find it. 
State and local relief agencies ought to be 
permitted to supply relief to recipients on 
the basis of necessity. 

The lesson of 1932 was that the American 
people will never accept a situation which 
leaves many fellow citizens and their fami- 
lies without work and without food, clothing 
and shelter. On a national scale, the Federal 
Government is remembering that lesson. It 
is time for Gov. Blair and the Missouri Legis- 
lature to be equally concerned. 


A.Large Admission 

The same James C. Hagerty who a few 
months ago grew angry about columnists Art 
Buchwald’s spoofing of his press conferences 
has now offered a retraction, to a press con- 
ference. This case involved an operation on a 
Wisconsin infant whose mother had appealed 
to the President. The White House press 
secretary first said the operation had been 
successful, then found it had not been per- 
formed. “I was wrong,” Mr. Hagerty told 
reporters; “make the most of it.” And the 
most we can make of it is that Mr. Hagerty 
has located the three most difficult words 
for a newspaper man or anyone else. Per- 
haps the words did not come easily, but the 
face of fallibility has new charms. 


In Speeding Up Public Works 

President Eisenhower’s order for the pub- 
lic works program to be speeded up should 
alter considerably the status of several proj- 
ects in the St. Louis area, among them the 
flood control program. That project was 
omitted from the federal budget this year 
for budget-balancing reasons. The Admin- 
istration has decided to make no new starts 
in flood control. The omission was regret- 
table, but at least it was consistent. 

Now that the Administration’s policy 
toward public works has been reversed by 
the business recession, there would seem to 
be no good reason for continuing to leave 
St. Louis flood control at a standstill, and 
ample reason for going ahead with it. The 
Corps of Engineers of the United States 
Army estimates that with a $1,700,000 ap- 
propriation atthe present session of Congress 
it could complete the planning and be ready 
to start ‘construction next February. In a 
period when public works are being acceler- 
ated, the St. Louis project should, it would 
seem, occupy a priority position. 


France Acts Against Its Will 


French Premier Gaillard’s latest vote of 
confidence was but a preliminary to further 
troubles which increasingly show a military 
origin. 

One trouble is intensification of a boom for 
the return of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. But, 
since he is not a member of the Assembly, it 
would be difficult to install him in the pre- 
miership. A second fear in Paris is of an 
army coup in Algeria or in Frante itself. 
Generals Dulac, Loth and Vanuxem are 
openly named as possible leaders. And it 
was the generals who planned the savage 
air raid on Tunisia, though Gaillard felt 
compelled to assume responsibility after the 
event. 

Only a few elder statesmen like Robert 
Schuman have dared to condemn the Algerian 
policy, strongly influenced by the generals. 
Yet there is considerable opposition to it in 
France even though the latest confidence 
vote provides another 28,000 men and an- 


other $226,000,000 for a war which has gone’ 


on for 40 months at a cost of $1,000,000 a day. 
It is estimated that 400 of the 650 members 
of the Assembly, including Gaillard himself, 
favor a liberal Algerian settlement. 

There may be cause for hope in the state- 
ment of Achille Cardinal Lineart, archbishop 
of Lille and president of the Assembly of

Cardinals and Archbishops.of France, that 
the Church cannot oppose independence for 
Algeria. Coupled with the influence of the 
more courageous statesmen and a segment 
of the press, this may embolden the deputies 
to act according to their convictions. 

NATO members, including the United 
States, cannot ignore the harmful interna- 
tional effects of the continuing troubles in 
North Africa. So the time may be approach- 
ing for a word to Paris that NATO considers 
North Africa of vital concern to all the West.

Kefauver Should Be No. I 


For good and sufficient reason the Federal 
Communications Act of 1934 prohibits mem- 
bers of the FCC, which regulates television, 
radio and telephone communications, from 
engaging in business activities during their 
term of office. The good and sufficient 
reason is that members are not to, be tempt- 
ed or influenced by their own business 
activities as they participate in decisions in- 
volving millions of dollars. They are dis- 
interested officials of the Federal Govern- 
ment and they are to act as such. 

Yet, according to Chairman Harris of the 
House Commerce Committee, ex-Commission- 
er Richard A. Mack, received more income 
from outside than he received from the 
Federal Government in salary during his two 
and a half years on the FCC. Congressman 
Harris reports the Mack income for the 
period at $75,000 of which only $35,000 was 
in federal salary. 

In view of the law, it is a fair question 
to ask: Where did the $40,000 come from? 
Was any of it from business activities in 
violation of the 1934 federal act? 

As that question awaits answer, there is 
one good development in this whole sorry 
case. Col. George Gordon Moore, brother- 
in-law of President Eisenhower’s wife, has 
been scheduled to appear before the inves- 
tigating subcommittee March 17. He is ap- 
pearing voluntarily, the chairman reports. 

This is a fine example for Senators 
Smathers and Holland of Florida and Kefau- 
ver of Tennessee, whose names have been 
brought imto . the. controversial television 
channel casé. All ought to appear voluntar- 
ily. Senator Kefauvér,’who rose to national 
attention as an investigator, ought to lead the 
way. 


The New Qdor of Politics 

It could be that before very long Demo- 
cratic and Republican politicians will be join- 
ing in a mutual admiration society. Instead 
of abusing each other in legislative debates 
and in campaign oratory, they may march 
arm-in-arm, each telling the world what a 
jolly good fellow the other one really is. 

Anyway, a perfume manufacturer has of- 
fered Gov. Vernon W. Thomson of Wisconsin 
a machine to create this heaven on earth 
at political conventions. And we suppose 
that, as a hater of dissension, the man will 
not forget the other 47 states. 

“Our machine,” he said, “will act as an 
effective antidote for anger, and will give rise 
to calm good feeling, even when the political 
battle is at fever heat.” It seems that at the 
press of a button, the gadget releases bub- 
bles of perfume all over the hall, and that 
“a pleasant fragrance quickly dispels the dan- 
gerous and undesirable atmosphere, tending 
to create reactions of admiration and friend- 
ship, rather than dislike and enmity.”

It 
would never hold the TV audience. « 


In the Hospital Only? 


A-study by the American Hospital Associa- 
tion, financed by the United States Public 
Health Service, shows that greater use is 
made of hospital beds by those whose health 
insurance covers medical care rendered in a 
hospital than by those whose policies cover 
such care in or out of a hospital. This strong- 
ly suggests that the heavy demand for hos- 
pital beds could be reduced by health insur- 
ance which covers more of the care rendered 
in a doctor’s office or in the home. 

A comparison was made between 57,000 
persons covered by the Health Insurance Plan 
of Greater New York in 1955, and 53,000 
persons covered by the United Medical Serv- 
ice (Blue Shield). Both organizations have 
contracts with the Associated Hospital Serv- 
ice (Biue Cross), but the former gives broad 
protection against medical expenses incurred 
without hospitalization, while the latter cov- 
ers out-of-hospital medical expenses only in 


__ surgery ahd matérnity cases, of which there 
- aren’t many outside hospitals. 


,.; The hospital admission rate for the H.I.P. 


“group was 77.4 per thousand, while that for 


the U.M.S. group was 95.8 per thousand. A 
hospital bed was used 58.8 days for every 100 
H.-P. members, and 68.8 days a year for 
every 100 U.M.S. members. 

These findings are not especially surpris- 
ing. The patient—and perhaps his doctor, 
too—favors hospital tréatment if it is a con- 
But according 
to the A.H.A, figures*this means that one in 
every 10 persons in this group spends an un- 
necessary day in the hospital each year. 

Without taking cost into consideration— 
whether paid by an insurance plan or by the 
patient—it is desirable to make the best use 
of hospital beds. And the study suggests 
that this may be achieved by eliminating hos- 
pitalization as a condition for the payment of 
health insurance benefits.

So long as the West possesses these 
bombs and the ability to get at least 
some of them through Russian de- 
fenses, they are bound to impose an 
element of restraint in Soviet calcu- 
lations.

Placed here, 
they do not involve any addition to 
the list of nuclear-armed powers, 
which it ought to be the aim of 
Western statesmen to keep as short 
as possible. Putting them in Britain 
does not do the ‘political harm that 
will be done if they are put in Ger- 
many, as Gen. Norstad appeared to 
suggest. 

Strategic: missile sites in Germany 
would make a major political prob- 
lem :-more difficult to solve, and 
would obstruct any possible future 
attempt to separate the forces facing 
each other in central Europe. In- 
deed, since they help the West to 
wield an effective deterrent from 
bases outside the center of Europe,

_ These intermediate-range missiles 
are principally a stop-gap weapon un- 
til the Americans can get the long- 
range Atlas and its kin into opera- 
tion. Once they are in service on 
sites in the United 
States, the need 
to keep these jun- 
ior missiles close 
up against the 
front line may 
well become much 
less urgent. 
Meanwhile, we 
have to make do 
with the best that

can ever resolve the dispute. 
It is as futile to criticize her’ 
as it is to criticize her nearest 
performing relative, Victor 
Borge, with whom Miss Russell 
has a certain amount in com-— 
mon. 


I can, for example. tell you 
that Miss Russell possesses an 
admirably controlled (if not ex- 
quisitely beautiful) voice, but 
I suspect that you will find the , 
information rather useless be- 
cause she uses that voice in so 
highly unorthodox a manner. 
There is music criticism gone 
down the drain, and, where |

T was lunch time and most 
| o the Dodgers were graz- 
ing industriously in the 
Stevens dining room, but 
not Elmer Valo. He ambled 
alone through the lounge, 
chomping on an apple, and 
he studied the big blown-up 
baseball action photos which 
festoon the walls.

FROM HOUSTON, TEX., a reader writes: “Even worse 
than any Western is a show I watched last week called 
‘Mike Hammer.’ This one left me a bit confused about the 
existence of any ethical values whatsoever. It was a charm- 
ing tale of a thinly dis- 
guised white slave ring 
which kidnaped girls for 
overseas duty of some un- 

specified nature. 

“The gang headed by a 
woman ran a taxi dance 
place as a recuriting sta- 
tion—only the recruits 
were not volunteers. A 
lady reporter was 4as- 
signed to break up the 
ring. The last scene lit- 
erally turned my hair 
white, After a small 
amount of gunplay, Mike 
Hammer stood by and 
laughed while the re- 
porter who turned out to 
be no lady at all squared 
off with the villainess 
and literally beat her un- 
conscious.” 

“Mike Hammer” (a 
CBS-TV program which KSD-TV will carry at 10 p.m. Fri- 
days starting this week), is, of course, the show based on 
the Mickey Spillane hero which even Mickey Spillane finds 
pretty dreadful. Spillame says he has nothing to do with 
the script and laughs himself sick every week watching it. 
He must have a strange sense of humor because, while the 
Mike Hammer show excites a good many emotions in me, 
laughter isn’t one of them.

Last week’s show was one of the quieter ones 
and it opened with a man walking inte an office 
and being gunned down. A moment later a girl 
walked in and she also was shot down coldly. 
Shooting women in the belly is a Mickey Spillane 
trademark and even if Spillane didn’t write it, the 
guy who did certainly studied him closely. 


I hate to sound prudish about TV shows but the total 
absence of any kind of ethical base reaches some sort of 
culmination in putting Mike Hammer on television in the 
first place. The horrifying part about it all is that Mike 
Hammeér isn’t much worse than some of the shows already 
en the air, though most of them don’t get the publicity 
fiammer does. 


NOT LONG AGO, “Gunsmoke” (CBS-TV on KWK-TV 
at 9 p.m. Saturdays), which as Westerns go is considered 
a fairly respectable enterprise, broadcast a drama called 
“The Cabin.” A couple of hoodlums hiding out in the 
cabin hold a woman hostage there and the script makes 
no bones about the fact that her fate is what used to be 
called worse than death. Whenever the girl shows signs 
of revolt, she is put out in the cold to shiver and repent. 
One of the hoods, incidentally, is a brute, the other one is 
pretty close to an idiot—a nice combination of horror for 
the girl. 


Anyhow, good old James Arness rides up one 
day and after a bad time, manages to shoot down 
both the hoods.

An 
account executive with the 
public relations firm of Rogers, 
Cowan and Jacobs, which has 
offices in New York, Pare 
Rome and Beverly Hills, Calif, 
he was specifically chosen by 
the Rainiers for the job. 

The contract with the Pritice 
calls for Allan’s presence twice 
each year in Monaco as a rou- 
tine matter and special visits 
for what might be called pub- 
licity emergencies.

Middle-Aged Plight 


WASHINGTON, March 10. 

I RECEIVED a letter the ather day which I think 
should. be read by a large audience. The situation de+ 
scribed is (hat of many middle-aged people. But we should 
be working to eliminate such situations in this country, and 
I think our lawmakers and our men in public life need to 
have it put before them in just the terms that this woman 
has used. 

Since the letter comes from Washington, it is close to 
the seat of our national government. It reads as follows: 

“I am making a simple statement of fact. I am not 
begging for anything. If I lost the belief in the integrity 
of my own country, what would I have left? 


“TJ am an American from way back, 1813 to be 
exact, and to lose faith in the goodness of my coun- 
try would be to die spiritually. Yet, if thousands of 
middle-aged people are in the same boat we (my 
husband and I) are in, that’s going to be what will 
happen. We can’t let that happen, and I am sure 
I speak for thousands. 


“I am 49. My husband is 58. We were newly married 
with a family during the depression. It took all we could 
make to send our son to school and give him the chance we 
didn’t have. My husband loaded coal in the mines in Ken- 
tucky at 22 cents per ton, maybe getting two or three days 
work each week (those days). I did anything I could, from 
scrubbing floors to carrying the coal one quarter mile from 
the coal tipple to burn in a grate, helping all I could to 
make ends meet. But by the time the company took the 
house rent, the doctor the hospitalization, and all the other 
cuts out, we were lucky to draw $18 per month. 


“Then the union came and bloodshed (yes, 
more than I like to think of). We lived in two- 
room shacks, perched up on a hillside, papered 
with funny papers, old newspapers and anything 
else one could get their hands on to keep the cold 
wind out. I carried my water. 


“The United States is my country. I love it—it’s sound, 


the foundation is my way. We must keep it that way. But 


there are things that must be straightened out. What 
about the people between 40 and 65 years old—people just 
lfke my husband and me, who don’t have enough educa- 
tion to cope with this age, too old and worn out by hard 
work to specialize or go back to school, too old and too 
sick to have much n the ball? .. . I d not believe our prob- 
yem ‘iis understood and I haven't the connections or power 
to make those in power understand.”

Jim Bishop’s detailed, hour- 
by-hour account of the 
most dramatic day in his- 
tory started with 6 p.m.— 
the beginning of the He- 
brew day—with Jesus and 
10 of the Apostles coming 
into Jerusalem. Peter and 
John had gone ahead to 
prepare the evening's feast 
at the home of the rich 
father of the Apostle 
Mark. The two had bought 
the food for the feast and 
the odor of roasting lamb 
filled the upstairs room 
when Jesus arrived with 
His companions. The per- 
sonalities of the Disci- 
ples are revealed vividly 
as the story is continued 
in this second installment.

THE MEN in that room with 
Jesus called themselves ‘the 
Twelve.” They were pious men 
in an age when piety was com- 
mon. For the most part, they 
were not men of exceptional 
intellect or training; some may 
not have even been able to read 
or write, but all had studied 
the oral law at the knees of 
their mothers and fathers. 

Like all men of that time in 
Palestine, they averaged about 
5 feet 6 inches in height, al- 
though some, like Peter, were 
taller. They wore white gar- 
ments, and one or two who ad- 
mired fashion had purple hems. 
All wore full beards and uncut 
hair, because the Law of God 
warned against all forms of 
vanity. 

Most of the men with Jesus 
that evening had two names, 
the second of which was given 
to each one by Jesus. This 
caused some confusion among 
His followers because the new 
name given to one man was 
sometimes the same as the 
original name of another. There 
were at least two Jameses, two 
Simons and two Judases. 

The Apostle Andrew was 
short and dark and sinewy. He 
was from Capernaum and he 
was the first of the Twelve to 
have followed Jesus. His older 
brother was Peter. Among the 
fishermen in Galilee he was 
known to be valorous in storms. 
He had enormous faith, and 
was a disciple of St. John the 
Baptist before he met Jesus. 
No man knows’ when Andrew 
died, but long after this night 
he would be crucified on an 
X-shaped cross. 


Bartholomew, tall, slender 
and handsome, was the most 
fashionably dressed of the 
Apostles. He was born in 
Cana, and his father called 
him Nathanael. He had been 
a vinedresser. He was naive 
and found it easy to believe 
a sad story and easy to weep. 
His best friend was Philip. 
In later years, Bartholomew 
preached in Persia and the 
eastern countries and the 
time would come when the 
people would flay him alive. 


Philip was the merry one. 
He was short and dark. He 
lived in Bethsaida, in Galilee, 
and there he had a wife and 
some said three daughters and 
a sister Marianne. 

The little man standing close 
to one of the stone columns 
was called James of Alphaeus 
(not to be confused with the 
brother of John), and someday 
he would be called other 
things, like James the Lesser 
and James the Just. This man 
was shy to the point of pain. 
When he spoke, it was his 
custom to whisper. He was the 
shortest of the group. His fa- 
ther was Alphaeus; his mother 
was reputed to be a sister to 
the Mother of Jesus. James of 
Alphaeus was always addressed 
by Jesus as “My Brother.” And 
this James loved him dearly 
but had difficulty believing 
that Jesus was the Messiah. He 
was older than Jesus and had 
known him from infancy. 

There was another cousin to 
Jesus in the group at the Pass- 
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over supper, and this was 
Jude. He was not a prominent 
figure among the Apostles, and 
little is known of him. He 
was, it is believed by many, 
the brother of James of Alpha- 
eus, although others contend 
that he was the son of James. 
He was called Jude-Thaddaeus, 
and Judas of James—meaning 
Judas, the son of James. Like 
James, he was a quiet man, 
almost introspective, and yet, 
in the years ahead, Jude would 
preach the testament of Jesus 
with a violent passion in 
Arabia, Mesopotamia, Persia 
and Syria, where, in time, he 
would be murdered. 

The least-known face among 
these men belongs to Simon 
Zelotes. Sometimes he is 
called Simon the Cananaean. 
There is no record of what he 
looked like, or even of his 
place among the Apostles. It 
is believed that he preached 
in Persia and Egypt, and it is 
known that he enjoyed travel. 
In age, the Apostles averaged 
a few years younger than 
Jesus, who was about 30, and, 
if Simon Zelotes was 30, then 
he had a long life ahead be- 
cause it is recorded that he 
was killed while preaching in 
Egypt in A.D. 107. 

Thomas was a balding wor- 
rier. He was certain that few 
things happened for the best. 
He was the least shocked of 
the Apostles when Jesus an- 
nounced that His kingdom was 
not of this earth and that these 
men should not expect to sit 
with Him in judgment of the 
12 tribes of Judea; rather, He 
would die and leave them to 
carry on His word as best they 
could. Thomas was a twin, and 
had been called by the Greek 
name for twin, “Didymus.” He 
had worked in Galilee as a car- 
penter. 

Among these men, there was 
one of engaging personality 
and this was Matthew. He had 
been a publican, a tax gatherer, 
and the people of his race 
regarded him as a sinner and, 
because .he had worked for 
Caesar, unclean. 

Originally, his name had been 
Levi and he had worked in the 
customs office on the shore of 
the Sea of Galilee, outside Cap- 
ernaum. The Messiah changed 
his name to Mattija—‘“Gift of 
Yahweh.” Matthew, beard neat- 
ly trimmed, hair perfumed, im- 
peccably attired, was a charm- 


ing and learned companion who . 


could speak Hebrew and write 
it, and who had attended the 
finest rabbinical schools. Be- 
fore they left Capernaum he 
asked Jesus if he might be 
host at a dinner party for his 
new Master. Jesus agreed, and 
at the gathering sat to sup

with many “sinners and publi- 
cans.” The Pharisees in Ga- 
lilee used this against Him 
and said that Jesus was not 
particular with whom He dined. 


The busiest man of the 
company was Judas Iscariot. 
He was short and dark and 
his hair fell in dark ring- 
lets. Eleven were from the 
province of Galilee; Judas 
was from Judea. His name 
was not Iscariot; it was Judas 
ish Kerioth — Judas from 
Kerioth. His father was Si- 
mon ish Kerioth. Under his 
outer garment of white, Ju- 
das wore a leather apron 
with two huge pockets, and 
in these he maintained the 
treasury. 


His duties made him harsh 
and tilght-fisted; he expected 
the others to account to him 
for any moneys donated to 
them, but he did not feel that 
he was accountable to anyone 
for total receipts or expendi- 
tures. Even though he came 
from the hill country of Judea 
and his family had not sub- 
scribed to the law, Judas af- 
fected a superior manner to 
the Galileans. 


Among the many women of 
means who contributed to the 
ministry of Jesus was Salome 
of Bethsaida. So firmly did 
she believe in the Messiah 
that she gave two of her sons 


to the Apostolate—James and 
his -younger brother, John— 
and she often joined Jesus in 
His pilgrimages on foot. Her 
husband, Zebedee, was a rich 
Galilean fisherman with an ex- 
plosive temper. 


When Jesus originally called 
to James and John, they were 
working in a boat with their 
father and they dropped the 


nets and followed Jesus at 
once. This aroused Zebedee 


to such a pitch of screams 
and imprecations that after- 
ward the brothers were given 
the midnames ‘‘Boanerges,” or 
“sons of thunder.” 


Of the two young men, John 
was the one who was beloved 
of Jesus. Of all the Apostles, 
these two brothers, together 
with Peter, were the closest to 
Jesus. 


James, the elder’ brother, 
was another of the quiet ones. 
He spoke rarely, and then 
tersely. His outstanding attri- 
bute was a finely developed 
sense of fairness. Of all the 
Apostles, he was destined to 
die first, and he would be the 
only one who would die in the 
city where his Messiah died— 
Jerusalem. 


Peter, chief of all the 
Apostles, was a big, broad 
fisherman with a deep voice 
coming from the loving heart. 
Often Peter was given to 
speaking without first thinking, 
and too often the words came 


heart and not his 


from his 
head. He was impetuous. Once, 
when he saw Jesus walking on 
the water, he jumped out of his 
boat and also walked on water 
until he began to ask himself 
by what supernatural right he 


was doing it. Then he sank, 
screaming for help. 

He had been called Simon, 
Simon Peter, Cephas and Sym- 
eon. He was probably called 
Cephas in Aramaic by Jesus 
and this, in Greek, is rendered 
Peter—the stone, the _ rock. 
Originally, he was Simon bar 
Jona, the son of Jonas. Peter 
was married and lived in a sub- 
stantial house in Capharnaun 
with his wife, his brother An- 
drew (who fished with him) and 
his mother-in-law. 


When Jesus recruited Peter 
at the lakeside in Galilee, He 
promised to make him “a 
fisher of men.” (Andrew 
had been “recruited” very 
shortly before his brother 


Peter, for, as a disciple of 
John the Baptist, he had wit- 
nessed Jesus’ baptism and 
-had followed Him immediate- 
ly.) Later Jesus pointed at 
Peter and said “Upon this 
rock I will build My church 
and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” 


In the years ahead, Peter 
would be arrested three times; 
he would preach the testament 
of Jesus far and wide; he would 
grow old and feeble and, ac- 
cording to some authorities, he 
would die crucified, asking that 
he be turned head down, 


His greatest utterance, a mar- 
vel of faith and humility, was: 
“You know all things, Lord. 
You know that I love You.”

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: I have been using saccha- 
rin for years. The other day I heard that if you take 
too much of it you are liable to have trouble with your 
eyes, Is there anything to that? If so, I think that the 
hundreds of thousands of people who take it innocently 
ought to know about it. Thank you. Mr. G.N, 


Answer: I have not heard anything of harm- 
ful effects. For example, here is a quotation from 
the Journal of the American Medical Association: 
“Saccharin has been in use for about 100 years 
as a substitute for sugar, and clinicians, including 
those who treat diabetes, agree that there are no 
outward effects on the eyes or other organs.” 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Is it harmful! to drink ice 
water? Mr. T.B. 


Answer: Probably the British will tell you so. 
Finding a nice cold drink on a hot day in England 
is a considarable undertaking. However, I believe 
that there are no contraindications to taking it 
provided you don’t drink it too fast—and don’t 
overload your stomach with great quantities. 

People get ideas: Don’t drink water at meals. 
Don’t drink between meals. Don’t drink it too hot. 
Don’t drink it too cold. None is based on any 
good physiologic principles. 

If it’s too cold the stomach will warm it. If 
it’s too hot the stomach will cool it. Main thing to 
remember: not too much or too fast.

NEW YORK’S A PLACE
